For the Development of Agriculture 
in African Countries 


Speech at the Consultative Meeting of the Ministers of Agriculture from 

Eastern and Western Africa Who Have Attended the Symposium of the 

Non-Aligned and Other Developing Countries on Increasing Food and 
Agricultural Production 


August 31, 198] 


I would like first to express my thanks to you for 
your great efforts to successfully wind up the 
Symposium of the Non-Aligned and Other 
Developing Countries on Increasing Food and 
Agricultural Production. 

Today I have invited you to discuss a few matters 
arising in developing agriculture in the countries of 
Eastern and Western Africa. 

Currently we have many friends in Africa. I have 
met almost all heads of state of the African count- 
ries. They are all my friends and brothers. 

I know well about the food situation in the 
African countries. Countries of Eastern Africa are 
now in the most difficult position as far as food is 
concerned. It cannot be said that the countries of 
Western Africa have completely solved their food 
problem. Of course, although their agriculture is not 
developed, countries with rich mineral resources are 
meeting their demands for food by purchasing 
cereals from other countries with the foreign cur- 
rency they earn through the sale of crude oil and the 
like. But those with no money cannot buy cereals 
from other countries. I think they will have to go 
through many difficulties before they develop agric- 
ulture and solve the food problem by themselves. 

At this symposium the delegates have put forward 
many problems, discussed the ways to solve them, 
heard the experiences of our country and visited 


many places for inspection. The symposium adopted 
the declaration on increasing food and agricultural 
production. 

It will be wrong to think that all problems will be 
solved by themselves just because we have held the 
Symposium of the Non-Aligned and Other 
Developing Countries on Increasing Food and 
Agricultural Production and adopted a declaration. 
Any declaration will be meaningless and will remain 
a mere sheet of paper if we do not take organiz- 
ational steps to put it into practice. In the past years, 
the leaders of the non-aligned states held meetings 
and adopted many decisions, but in fact they could 
be of no use if no effective measures were taken to 
realize them. This time, too, if we just adopt a 
declaration and then disperse, the people of the 
developed nations may laugh at us, saying that we 
broke up after making an empty talk. 

We should not stop at merely holding the sym- 
posium and adopting the declaration, but we should 
proceed to take practical actions to put the declar- 
ation into practice. 

It is very urgent for the countries in Eastern and 
Western Africa to rapidly develop agriculture. 

For this purpose, it is important, first of all, to 
accelerate the development of agricultural science 
and technology in these countries. 

Today I would like to propose to you the es- 


tablishment of agricultural research centres in 
Eastern and Western Africa. 

If we set up such centres for agricultural scientists 
and engineers from our country and the countries 
where the research centres are to be set up as well as 
from neighbouring countries to conduct joint re- 
searches on agricultural science according to the 
actual conditions of Africa, and a model is created 
and its examples are popularized, I think the Eastern 
and Western African countries will be able to 
develop agriculture rapidly and attain self- 
sufficiency in food. 

These research centres would study and dis- 
seminate new farming methods agreeing with the 
geographical conditions and climate of the African 
countries. 

In my opinion, if new farming methods are 
studied and crops are raised in a scientific and 
technical way in the African countries, agricultural 
production can be increased by five or seven times as 
much, even in the present conditions. Needless to 
say, it is not a simple matter to introduce new 
farming methods. From the experience of our 
country we know well how difficult it is to apply 
such methods. 

Even in our country crops were raised by back- 
ward methods right after liberation, so our grain 
production was small and the food situation was 
very difficult. In those years we did not produce 
more than 600-700 kilogrammes of maize and one or 
two tons of rice per chongbo. So we decided that we 
should boldly apply new farming methods to in- 
crease grain output. But when we set about farming 
by new methods, we found out that we did not know 
about many aspects of agriculture. Because I have 
been giving guidance in farming for a long time, I 
know quite a lot about it now. But I did not when I 
began giving guidance to it. I have never been a 
farmer, and I am neither a farm expert nor an 
agricultural scientist. My father was a revolutionary 
and I also joined in the revolutionary struggle in my 
young years, and so I have had no opportunity of 
doing farm work. However, for the solution of the 
country’s food problem I had to find out ways of 
increasing grain output at all costs and grow crops 
by new farming methods. 

The first step we took for the improvement of 
farming methods was to send students abroad. 
From 1946 we sent a number of students to foreign 


countries, where they studied for five years or so. 
But they did not learn a farming method that suited 
our specific conditions; the methods they learned 
were suitable only to the country where they had 
studied. Some of them argued that crop rotation 
should be introduced in our country by cultivating 
only half of the farmland and leaving the rest to lie 
idle just as they did in a big country. As you know, 
our country is small in area. It has only two million 
chongbo of cultivated land, of which 200,000 
chongbo is for fruit cultivation and another 200,000 
is sloping land. What would have become of it if we 
had raised crops only on half of the farmland while 
keeping the rest idle as was done in a big country? 
Had we adopted the method of crop rotation used 
by other countries, the people would have starved to 
death. Those who studied abroad failed to learn a 
manuring system suitable to our country, either. 
After all, we gained nothing special from the edu- 
cation of so many students abroad. 

At that time, I thought I must have farming 
knowledge to lead the state. So I began studying new 
farming methods in keeping with our specific con- 
ditions. First of all, I went to farmers.and had talks 
with them, listening to their experience, and also 
systematically read foreign technical literature for 
two hours every day. 

I am still studying farming situations and tech- 
nology in other countries. I carry with me the tape- 
recorded information on farming situations and new 
techniques from various countries and listen to it 
during a walk or when I am eating. When I consider 
that a foreign farming method could be beneficial, ! 
give assignments to the Academy of Agricultural 
Science and farms to conduct experiments on that 
method before it is disseminated throughout the 
country. 

We markedly raised the crop yields per unit area 
by farming ona scientific and technological basis, as 
required by the Juche farming method. But in this 
course we have had a lot of hard problems. Farmers 
have a low level of ideological consciousness; so they 
are conservative in adopting new farming methods, 
and they prefer to persist in old ones. They do not 
believe words; they only believe what they see. Our 
farmers would neither believe in the Juche farming 
method at first. When we had the task of boldly 
increasing the number of maize plants per pyong, the 
farmers and some agro-scientists did not readily 
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accept it. At that time, we persuaded them and 
combatted their conservative attitude, and managed 
to increase the number from 20,000 plants to several 
times per chongbo. Now, no one objects to it. It took 
us a long time to persuade the farmers and agro- 
scientists to accept the idea of increasing the number 
of maize plants per chongbo to the present level. The 
same can be said as far as the struggle to increase the 
number of rice plants per pyong is concerned. 

We also have made a great deal of painstaking 
efforts to establish a scientific manuring system. 
Formerly, in our country crops were raised by 
fertilizing them once or twice. Just as a man cannot 
digest too much food at one time, a crop cannot take 
in all the benefits from the fertilizer if it is given too 
much at one time. Our country is now fertilizing the 
fields a number of times in accordance with the 
Juche farming method. This is a very good method. 

Growing crops is harder than raising domestic 
animals. Quite a long time and a lot of painstaking 
efforts are needed to improve farming methods, 
increase agricultural production and attain self- 
sufficiency in food. 

We have striven for a long time to discard 
outdated farming methods and to raise crops as 
required by the Juche farming method. In an effort 
to make the Juche farming method more perfect, we 
decided to replace two elements of the old farming 
methods with new ones every year and have gradu- 
ally improved the work of water conservancy, the 
manuring system, the ensuring of the required 
number of plants per chongbo, the prevention of 
damages from insects and blights and so on. At the 
same time, we have organized a short course on the 
Juche farming method every year for the chairmen 
of cooperative farm management committees, their 
chief engineers, the secretaries of the ri Party 
committees and other officials in the agricultural 
sector, to raise their scientific and technological 
levels. 

We have evolved the Juche farming method and 
raised our farming to a high scientific and tech- 
nological level. If African countries were to adopt 
the same method, they will have to do so in keeping 
with their respective conditions. The Juche farming 
method suits our specific conditions, but may not be 
applicable to the African conditions in certain 
aspects. Therefore, it is necessary for African count- 
ries to study in detail such problems as to when to 


plant maize and harvest it, when to sow sorghum 
and bean and reap them, how many plants of these 
crops are to be sown per chongbo, how many times 
each crop is to be manured, etc., in the light of their 
climatic and soil conditions. 

The agricultural research centres should also 
conduct studies into seeds. 

The seed problem is very important in increasing 
grain yield. If the African countries plant good 
seeds, they will be able to boost grain output by two 
or three times. 

Our country, too, had failed to bring about the 
growth of grain yield as good seeds were not sown 
before. In the past, we could not produce much rice 
by whatever good method it was planted, but after 
sowing new species of rice seed we got through 
researches, the per-chongbo yield increased three or 
four times more than before. 

As far as maize is concerned, after the introduc- 
tion of the system of the first filial generation, we 
produce an average of 6.3 tons per chongbo through- 
out the country. Currently, we are reaping only from 
three to four tons of maize per chongbo of sloping 
fields. However, were we to cultivate it in flat areas, 
we would produce at least eight or nine tons. In 
maize growing it is important to introduce the first 
filial generation system. If we continue cultivating 
one variety of maize seed alone, it will degenerate 
and the yield will not be sufficient. 

The same applies for vegetable cultivation. Our 
country could not even produce 20 tons of vegetab- 
les per chongbo before. So, we could not supply 
enough vegetables to the people though we had wide 
tracts of vegetable fields. But now each cooperative 
farm which is good at vegetable cultivation produces 
from 200 to 300 tons per chongbo and those which 
are not good, produce 100 tons each. There 1s no 
comparison between 20 tons and 300 tons. The 
remarkable rise in the per-chongbo output of veget- 
ables is due to the improvement of vegetable seeds. 
Because we have improved the seeds and made 
vegetable cultivation intensive and raised the per- 
chongbo output, we are now fully meeting the 
demand for vegetables, while at the same time 
expanding the area sown to grain by reducing that 
for vegetable cultivation by tens of thousands of 
chongbo. 

According to our country’s experience, seed- 
breeding is not a difficult matter. Science 1s con- 


sidered a hard nut to crack if one does not study it, 
but very easy, once one grasps it. 

Our agro-scientists are now saying that they will 
help attain the 15 million-ton target of grain produc- 
tion at all costs by making the green revolution. If 
the green revolution is carried out successfully, it will 
be quite possible to achieve this target. 

I think that if African countries train agricultural 
scientists and experts they will be able to obtain their 
own good seeds suited to the climatic and soil 
conditions of their countries. Countries where agric- 
ulture has developed to a certain degree, are now 
selling maize of the first filial generation to develop- 
ing countries at high prices, propagandizing it as 
something special. The present price for one ton of 
maize seed is between 2,000 and 3,000 dollars. Even 
if African countries want to purchase it for planting, 
they cannot afford its price. 

It is advisable that the agricultural research 
centres set up seed farms from which the seeds they 
gained by imparting seed-breeding technique and 
making the green revolution are provided to state 
farms or cooperative farms and sold to individual 
peasants as well. 

The agricultural research centres should also 
study solutions to the problem of fertilizer. 

African countries do not have many chemical 
fertilizer factories and so they are notin a position to 
apply enough chemical fertilizers to paddy and non- 
paddy fields. It may be difficult for them to build 
chemical fertilizer factories right now to meet the 
demand. 

I think that it is good for African countries to 
solve the current fertilizer problem by planting 
green-manuring crops. Since Africa has a hot 
climate, it will be possible to do three-cropping a 
year. Were African countries to do this farming, they 
would be able to plant crops once, green-manuring 
crops the next time, and again sow crops after 
upturning the land. Then they would neither need to 
build chemical fertilizer factories immediately nor 
import chemical fertilizers. Even though they now 
want to import chemical fertilizers, there is no 
country which intends to sell them. 

The problem of farm machinery should also be 
solved in African countries. 

Under the present circumstances, I think, it is 
desirable for them to widely use animal-drawn farm 
machines. With these machines alone ploughing, 


weeding and manuring can be done easily. In our 
country, too, animal-drawn farm machines were in 
extensive use before when tractors were not 
available in large numbers. In those days tilling was 
perfectly done with draught cattle. As to threshing 
machine, they can make and use hand-operated 
threshers not using power, because of lack of 
electricity. 

African countries should strive to introduce 
modern farm machines on the one hand and, on the 
other, use conventional ones along with them. In my 
opinion, this will fit in with their current conditions. 

The agricultural research centres will be able to 
foster experts in irrigation, if the need would arise. 

If African countries are to increase grain produc- 
tion, it is important to carry out irrigation projects 
well. 

We have undertaken an irrigation project capable 
of watering 1,000 chongbo of cultivated land in 
Madagascar and it is at the finishing stage. Back 
home from his recent visit to Madagascar, the 
Premier of our Administration Council proposed to 
send farm machines and electric equipment to that 
country and I agreed to do so. If Madagascar brings 
1,000 chongbo of land under irrigation and sets up a 
good experimental farm there, the experience will be 
widely shared. 

Irrigation projects can be undertaken by building 
pumping stations to transfer the water to the fields, 
or by building water reservoirs, or by drawing up 
and utilizing underground water. Big reservoir dikes 
should be built with cement, but earth may be used 
for small ones. 

The peasants, the masters of the countryside, 
should be encouraged to take an active part in 
carrying out irrigation projects. If you develop a 
nationwide movement, you can easily build such 
things as earth banks. 

After the war we carried out irrigation works 
through a nationwide movement and brought 
300,000 chongbo of land under irrigation in a matter 
of one year. At present we have more than a million 
chongbo of irrigated area. There are more than 1,500 
reservoirs in Our country. 

In order to carry out irrigation projects in a 
nationwide movement, you need a large number of 
irrigation engineers including designers, surveyors 
and civil engineers. African countries are capable of 
manufacturing simple equipment such as pumps on 


their own, and so all that they need are irrigation 
engineers. 

Irrigation engineers can be trained by different 
methods. African countries may train them by 
sending a certain number of people to our country 
to take courses which would last a few months, 
during which they will inspect irrigation facilities 
and undergo practical training. They may also send 
young people to our agricultural colleges to train 
them under a long-term plan; and they may invite 
our teaching staff to help them in training their own 
engineers by using schools located near the agricul- 
tural research centres. 

I think it is advisable to set up an agricultural 
research centre both in Eastern and Western Africa, 
preferably in Tanzania and Guinea. I believe that 
the Presidents of these two countries will actively 
support my suggestion, because they have already 
discussed this problem with me several times. These 
research centres may eventually be developed into 
academies of agricultural science for these countries. 

It will also be a good idea were agricultural 
research centres to be built in all Eastern and 
Western African countries to help them. But this is 
beyond our power. I think it is necessary to set up an 
experimental farm in each country where an agricul- 
tural research centre is not established. After the 
farm makes experiments with the results obtained 
from the research centre to suit the actual conditions 
of the country, it will be able to popularize the good 
results. 

Africa has favourable conditions for experiment- 


ing on crop cultivation, for it is so hot that crops can. 


be raised several times a year. In our country crops 
can be grown only once a year, so we carry out 
experiments on crop cultivation in hothouses. But 
African countries will be able to make such experi- 
ments well without building hothouses. 

I hope that on your return home, heads of the 
Tanzanian and Guinean delegations will tell 
Presidents Nyerere and Sekou Toure of my sugges- 
tion that they allot the farmland necessary for 
research work when the agricultural research centres 
are established. These centres will need about 100 
chongbo of land at first, and then, with the expansion 
of the centres, the area can be increased to 200 or 300 
chongbo. This amount of land is wide enough to 
cultivate any crops for experiment. The experi- 
mental farms to be created in other African count- 
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ries, too, need farmland. It will be advisable to allot 
some 50 chongbo to an experimental farm at first and 
to gradually expand it up to 100 chongbo. 

We can send some ten agricultural scientists and 
engineers to each of the agricultural research centres 
to be set up in Tanzania and Guinea, and three to 
five to each experimental farm that is to be started in 
other countries according to their request. 

As for trucks, tractors and other equipment 
necessary for research work, our scientists and 
engineers will take them along with them. We do not 
ask you to pay salaries to our scientists and en- 
gineers sent to the agricultural research centres. Just 
let them eat as you eat, say manioc or maize if this is 
your food. 

Next, it is important to solve the question of 
training agro-technicians in order to develop agric- 
ulture in African countries. 

Only when you rear a great number of your own 
agro-technical.cadres, can you develop agriculture 
rapidly. Each province in our country has an 
agricultural college where a large number of agro- 
technicians are trained annually. In order to solve 
the problem of agro-technicians, African countries, 
too, should have many agricultural colleges. To 
make it clear, it is no simple task to build an 
agricultural college. If such a college is to be set up, 
there should be experienced teachers with profound 
knowledge of agriculture. 

Agricultural colleges would be useless if they use 
translated foreign textbooks without modification. 
They should teach the students farming methods 
suitable to their own countries. 

When the first agricultural college was set up in 
our country, it used translations of foreign text- 
books as they were, for the education of its students. 
As a result, it failed to teach the students useful 
knowledge. The graduates from this college and 
other agro-scientists and technicians who had 
studied abroad in those years were reluctant to 
adopt the Juche farming method. 

Let’s take an example. 

Once I proposed the idea of sowing tobacco 
closely to increase the number of its plants per pyong 
by a large margin, but agro-scientists and tech- 
nicians did not readily accept it at first, saying that 
such a closely planted crop would not thrive. They 
were either agricultural college graduates who had 
been educated before the Juche farming method 


came into being or graduates who had studied in 
other countries. So I gave the task of applying the 
new method directly to a certain farm and got them 
to cultivate the crop ona scientific and technological 
basis, and they reaped a very rich crop of tobacco. I 
took the agro-scientists and technicians to the farm 
and said that the close planting of tobacco grew well 
and asked why they had refused to adopt the 
method. Only then they did not object to the idea. 
Since then, we have harvested four tons of tobacco 
per chongbo by that method. In former days the per- 
chongbo yield of tobacco had been only several 
hundred kilogrammes so that we could not meet the 
domestic needs, although we planted it in 30,000 
chongbo of land. But, nowadays, we produce more 
than four tons per chongbo and so we are not only 
meeting the domestic demands for tobacco but we 
are also selling a large amount of it to other 
countries every year, although we have considerably 
reduced the area sown to tobacco. 

We trained a large number of students at agricul- 
tural colleges, but they turned out to be useless in the 
initial years because of the improper textbooks. We 
saw to it that all textbooks of the agricultural 
colleges were examined and they were then newly 
compiled to suit the actual conditions of our 
country. 

In African countries, too, if textbooks written by 
Frenchmen or Englishmen are used as they are to 
teach the students, they will not fit in with their 
actual conditions. Although the general principles of 
biology are the same, the specific environments and 
conditions in which crops grow differ from one 
country to the other. 

If African countries find it difficult to train agro- 
technicians on their own, our country may do it for 
them. 

When the Tanzanian President visited Korea this 
year, I told him that we would expand our Wonsan 
Agricultural College to train African agro- 
technicians. If we train them, they will, upon 
returning home, become the central figures in striv- 
ing to set up agricultural colleges. We are now 
expanding the Wonsan Agricultural College as we 
promised the Tanzanian President. 

If necessary, our country will train not only their 
agro-technicians but also engineers and cadres to 
manage other sectors of the economy. 

If African countries send students to our country, 


—— 


it will take about two years for them to learn our 
language. So, I agreed with the Tanzanian President 
that Tanzania would send people who speak English 
to our country so that they could teach the students 
in English according to our lecture materials. This 
will save them the time to learn Korean. If African 
students intend to study agronomy after learning 
our language, they will not be able to study very 
much before they return home. 

In the past our students studied abroad and came 
back, but they digested only 30 per cent of what they 
were taught because of the language difficulty. I call 
them ‘‘30-percent persons’’. If African students try 
to study after learning our language, they will also 
become such persons. 

Even if African students attend our agricultural 
college, they will be fully able to understand lectures 
if they are taught in English, French or Spanish 
respectively according to their linguistic knowledge. 
If Tanzania sends those teachers who know English, 
Guinea dispatches those who know French and 
other countries, too, send teachers to our country so 
as to teach the students, the teachers themselves will 
become independent scholars and, after returning 
home, will strive to compile textbooks suited to the 
actual conditions of their countries, and to set up 
agricultural schools. 

I deem it advisable that African countries start the 
work of training agro-technicians without delay by 
sending their students to our country. We are ready 
to admit to the Wonsan Agricultural College not 
only students from Africa but also students from 
Latin America and other parts of the world. 

Today I have told you my views about developing 
agriculture in Eastern and Western Africa. You may 
either convey my suggestion to your Presidents or 
heads of state and governments when you are back 
home and inform me of the results or, if you are 
invested with full power, may speak your resolutions 
just now. Then, we will take concrete measures to 
give effect to. the matters raised at the consultative 
meeting today. 

Iam very grateful to you for sparing your precious 
time to attend this meeting. I have told you every- 
thing without reservations because I regard you as 
my brothers and as my ministers. If there are any 
mistakes in my remarks, please excuse me. 

I hope that back home, you will convey my 
greetings to your Presidents or heads of state.

cope with the situation created each time, ensured 
unity in the action of its member nations and thus 
performed a great role in strengthening and de- 


veloping the movement. 
The seventh summit conference is convened at 


a very important time in the light of the situation 
prevailing within and without the non-aligned 
movement and of the tasks to be carried out by the 
movement. 

At present the internal and external situation of 
the non-aligned movement is very complicated 
and strained. The situation is complex as ever 
because of the divisive and estranging man- 
oeuvres and scrambles of imperialists and in- 
cidents which hamper the unity and cohesion of 
the movement occur one after another. 

The sovereignty of newly-emerging countries Is 
infringed upon, peace and security jeopardized in 
many parts of the world and international tension 
aggravated, and the danger of a new world war is 
growing daily owing to the moves of imperialist 
dominating forces. 

The prevailing situation sets a heavy task before 
the forthcoming Seventh Summit Conference of 
Non-aligned Countries. All non-aligned countries

If they expand economic and tech- 
nical cooperation on the principle of collective 
self-reliance, they can achieve economic indep- 
endence without the help of great powers and 
increase the strength of the non-aligned move-

At present non-aligned countries have every 
possibility to closely cooperate with each other in 
agriculture in order to solve the food problem. 
They can raise crops well and produce plenty of

and water resources, improve seeds and actively 
introduce advanced farming methods through 
closer cooperation.

The struggle of each country or nation for 
Chajusong is a part of the struggle for building an 
independent, new world. 

The whole world becomes independent as in- 
dividual countries and nations realize Chajusong 


and the number of independent countries and 
nations increases. 

If countries and nations fail to defend their 
Chajusong, and Chajusong 1s violated and there 
exist the master-servant relations between countries 
in some parts of the world the whole world can not 
be independent. 

Only when all countries and nations are freed 
from all forms of foreign domination and subjug- 
ation and win national independence and firmly 
maintain Chajusong, the whole world can be in- 
dependent. The most important guarantee for 
making the whole world independent lies in that all 
countries and nations maintain Chajusong. 

What is most important for countries and nations 
in realizing Chajusong is to attain national indepen- 
dence and establish an independent government. 

An independent government is a political organiz- 
ation representing the interests of the country and 
the nation and a powerful political weapon for 
building a new society. 

The Chajusong of the country and the nation is 
realized and maintained by an independent govern- 
ment. Only an independent government can uphold 
national sovereignty, implement all policies in con- 
formity with the independent aspirations and re- 
quirements of the popular masses, defend national 


dignity and honour and bring about happiness and 


prosperity. 

If a country has a government that has no 
Chajusong and that is a tool in the hands of others, 
such a country cannot be called an independent, 
sovereign state in the true sense of the word. 
Therefore, maintaining Chajusong in state activity is 
the most important criterion of an independent, 
sovereign state. 

Next in importance in upholding the Chajusong 
of the country and the nation is to formulate all lines 
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and policies independently in accordance with the 
actual conditions of each country and implement 
them by itself. 

Formulating and implementing policies is a chief 
state activity. 

Only a country that shapes and implements all its 
lines and policies independently can be called an 
independent country. Yielding to foreign pressure 
and tolerating intervention in politics or acting at 
the instigation of others would make it impossible to 
maintain principle and consistency, and would lead 
the revolution and construction to failure. 

Each country or nation is master of its revolution 
and construction. Therefore, it should shape all lines 
and policies on its own judgement and decision and 
implement them by itself on the principle of self- 
reliance. Only then can it oppose all foreign inter- 
ference and refrain from dancing to an alien piper or 
from blindly following others. Then, imperialism 
and reactionary forces become powerless, and any 
dominating politics or controls will also be rendered 
powerless. 

What is important for the country and the nation 
in maintaining Chajusong is to exercise full so- 
vereignty in foreign relations. 

Chajusong of the country and the nation is 
expressed, after all, in foreign relations. Therefore, 
to exercise complete sovereignty and equality in 
foreign relations is fundamental in ensuring their 
Chajusong. 

Sovereignty is a sacred right of all countries and 
nations. 

There are big and small countries, and economi- 
cally developed and underdeveloped countries in the 
world. But there can be no country with a higher or 
lower authority, nor can there be a people that 
dominates or is dominated. All countries and 
nations are completely equal and independent. It is 
an anachronistic and foolish daydream of the im- 
perialists to despise and try to dominate others in 
this age of Chajusong. No countries and nations 


want to be dominated and subjugated by others and 
allow their sovereignty to be violated. 

That the people of the world demand Chajusong 
and that many countries follow the road of indepen- 
dence is the most important trend of our time which 
no force can ever change. 

All countries and nations must develop relations 
of friendship and cooperation on the principles of 
complete equality and mutual respect; they must not 
infringe on the sovereignty of others nor allow their 
own sovereignty to be violated. 

When they exercise their full sovereign rights, 
there will be no countries that give orders, or receive 
orders from others, no dominating or dominated 
nations in the world, and complete equality and 
freedom will be ensured for all countries and 
nations. 

The struggle of the countries and nations for 
Chajusong assumes an international character as the 
imperialist forces oppressing them are _ allied 
internationally. 

In order to win victory in the sacred struggle for 
Chajusong all countries and nations should be 
firmly united on the principle of Chajusong. Only 
such international unity can display invincible might 
in defeating imperialism and colonialism. 

If all countries and nations are firmly united and 
fight together to defend their Chajusong the cause of 
making the whole world independent will success- 
fully be carried out. 

Today the peoples of non-aligned and newly- 
emerging countries have courageously turned out in 
the sacred struggle to build an independent, prosper- 
ous, new world free from imperialism and 
colonialism.

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Juche Idea . Non-Aligned Movement 


The Juche idea is based on a new man-centred 
philosophical principle. 

In other words, it raises the fundamental ques- 
tion of philosophy by regarding men as the main 
factor and elucidates the philosophical principle 
that man is the master of everything and decides 
everything. 

Man plays a decisive role in changing and 
developing the world because he is a social being 
with Chajusong, creativity and consciousness. 

The Juche idea established for the first time a 
man-centred outlook on the world and enabled 
man to have a scientific view on his destiny and 
shape it. 

Ours is an age in which the world’s people are 
fighting for Chajusong.The Juche idea is precisely a 
philosophy. which meets the requirement of such 
age of Chajusong. The Juche idea is the sole guiding 
idea of the Workers’ Party of Korea and the 
Democratic People’s Republic of Korea. 

The great leader President Kim II Sung au- 
thored the Juche idea and applied it in the revo- 
lution and construction, and brought about a 
shining success. The guiding principles of the Juche 
idea are Juche in ideology, independence in po- 
litics, self-sufficiency in the economy and self- 
reliance in national defence. Therefore, I am going 
to write about the guiding principles of the Juche 
idea and the non-aligned movement. 

The guiding principles of the Juche idea fully 
accord with the idea of the non-aligned movement 
and its principle of unity and solidarity. 

The non-aligned movement began over 20 years 
ago, and the first summit conference was held in

Belgrade, the capital of Yugoslavia, in 1961. The 
conference discussed problems on opposing all 
forms of old and new colonialism, realizing un- 
iversal peace and security and respecting human 
rights and the right of self-determination. This 
shows that the non-aligned movement embodies 
the lofty idea of freedom and equality, peace and 
progress. Therefore, it is a progressive movement 
for Chajusong. 

The DPRK joined this movement as its full- 
fledged member at the Foreign Ministers’ 
Conference of Non-Aligned Countries held in Lima, 
the capital of Peru, in 1975. This proves that the 
DPRK’s internal and external policies fully con- 
form to the aim and idea of the movement. 

Since then President Kim I] Sung has made 
greater devoted efforts for the development of the 
movement. 

Although there are some differences of opinions 
within the movement today, it has become a great 
political trend of the world, a mighty international 
revolutionary force for independence and against 
imperialism under the guidance of President 
Kim II Sung, the outstanding and gifted leader of 
the people. 

In order to further develop it at present the 
movement must observe the guiding principles of 
the Juche idea, I think. 

Independence in politics, one of the guiding 
principles of the Juche idea, means an independent 
state which defends its people’s sovereignty, car- 
ries on government relying on their strength and 
joins no bloc. 

Self-sufficiency in the economy means a self- 
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reliant, self-supporting economy. In order to im- 
plement the principle of self-sufficiency in the 
economy, it is necessary to build an independent 
national economy. Building an independent 
national economy means running the economy, 
relying on domestic resources and people’s strength 
without depending on other countries. This does 
not mean the building of a close economy. Without 
building an independent national economy a 
country cannot be politically independent. 

The principle of self-reliance in national defence 
makes it possible to defend national independence 
with the self-defensive armed forces without join- 
ing any military bloc. 

The guiding principles of the Juche idea fully 
accord with the idea and purpose of the non- 
aligned movement and the principles of its 
activities. 

Many conferences of the movement discussed the 
problems on peace and disarmament. The move- 
ment is a strong anti-imperialist independent force 


which can isolate imperialists and get rid of war in 


the globe. . 
The great leader President Kim I] Sung said: 
‘The non-aligned movement expanded into a 

very comprehensive, worldwide movement and 

grew into an organized political force with its 
accepted principles of activity. Today the non- 
aligned movement plays an important role in the 
development of the world situation and the settle- 

ment of international problems and has become a 

strong driving force to advance human history in 

conformity with the independent aspirations and 
demands of the people the world over.” 

Today the movement is making a great contri- 
bution to defending national sovereignty against 
all forms of domination and intervention, subjug- 
ation and inequality and safeguarding global peace 
and security against the imperialist policy of 
aggression and war.

a New Look to Pyongyang 
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Pyongyang, the capital of socialist Korea, has 
taken on a completely new look during the recent 
several years, and gives pleasure to its visitors and 
wins admiration from them. 

At the heart of the city stands high the magni- 
ficent, blue-tiled Grand People’s Study House dis- 
playing its beauty of Korean architecture, and on 
the other side of the Taedong River soars the Tower 
of Juche Idea above its spacious ground. 

The Moranbong Stadium has been enlarged to 
add to its modernity and renamed Kim II Sung 
Stadium, and on the street in front of it the stately 
Arch of Triumph attracts the eyes of people. 

The Changgwang Health Complex, Pyongyang 
Rink, 
Restaurant, Mansudae Art Theatre and Pyongyang 


Maternity Hospital, Ice Chongryu 
Department Store No. | have sprung up as modern 
buildings with peculiar structures designed to the 
purpose; at Mangyongdae and in Mt. Taesong fun 
fairs have been built, attracting merry holidayers all 
the time; and under the ground the metro which Is 
the best by world standards has been extended. 
Moreover, Ragwon and Changgwang Streets 
have been constructed, lined up with a large number 


of high-rise apartment houses and public buildings, 
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and Munsu Street as large as a town is now under 
construction. 

Whenever they look at the new appearance of 
Pyongyang which has been laid out harmoniously 
with these monumental edifices, people are re- 
minded of the preeminent leadership of the dear 
leader Comrade Kim Jong Il who has directed the 
construction projects. 

The clairvoyant leader Comrade Kim Jong II 
who has always given preeminently seasoned leader- 
ship to 'the revolution and construction, has en- 
ergetically guided the construction of the capital 
city, too, and brought about epoch-making changes 
in a matter of several years, upholding the far- 
reaching plan of the great leader — President 
Kim II Sung. 

It was in the spring of 1975 when under his 
guidance the construction of Ragwon Street and the 
Mansudae Art Theatre was in full swing. 

Dear Comrade Kim Jong II gave an intelligent 
answer to the question of how to lay out the central 
part of the capital. 

He said that the heart of Pyongyang should 
always be lively with people and that the capital’s 
central part should be formed accordingly. Marking 


off a spot with a circle in the master plan of 
Pyongyang city construction, he said to the follow- 
ing effect: 

My idea is that the Grand People’s Study House 
which has been conceived by the great leader for a long 
time should be built here on this Nam Hill in front of 
the Kim I] Sung Square and that with this building as 
the pivot of architectural formation the central part of 
the capital should be laid out. 

He instructed that the Grand People’s Study 
House should be built magnificently, but in a 
national form, and added that the surrounding area 
should be laid out properly to acquire the quality of 
the people’s capital city. And then he unfolded his 
grandiose plan of renovating the whole appearance 
of the capital within several years. 

Dear Comrade Kim Jong Il said that, if 
Pyongyang was to be worthy of the name as capital 
of the homeland of Juche, the existing streets should 
be improved well, new ones built, and at the same 
time public buildings and monumental edifices 
should be constructed in greater numbers in many 
places so as to cater to the people in their ideological 
and spiritual, cultural and emotional lives. And 
then, pinpointing a number of projected buildings 
on the map, he emphasized that his decision was to 
erect all these buildings by the 70th birthday of the 
great leader. 

Precisely from then on unprecedentedly auda- 
cious and gigantic building operations got under 
way in Pyongyang, and an unusual building speed 
was recorded here. 

In spite of the numerous claims on him, who was 
organizing and directing all activities of the Party 
and state, helping the great leader President 
Kim Il Sung, dear Comrade Kim Jong Ii led the 
building operations at the head. 

As soon as the construction of Ragwon Street and 
the Mansudae Art Theatre was finished, he con- 
centrated the building forces on the projects of the 


Changgwang Health Complex and the Pyongyang 
Maternity Hospital; and by the time these projects 
were nearing completion, he had madea bold plan of 
building a new modern street on the site of the old 
Ryunhwanson Street. 

One cold wintry night in 1978 he inspected 
Ryunhwanson Street which was packed with one- to 
three-storeyed houses. These houses had been has- 
tily built to foreign designs even without any modifi- 
cation immediately after the Korean war (1950-53). 
Such being the case, this street was a speck in the face 
of the daily developing capital city. 

Having inspected the street, he said that the street 
should not exist as it was. He instructed that it 
should be scrapped off and a new ideal street be built 
in its place rather than rebuild it gradually. 

This was a bold and magnificent decision which 
no one else had ever imagined. 

When the construction of the new street was going 
at full steam, he examined the layout of the street 
several times, giving the direction of amendments, 
and guided the construction work on the spot. 

In this way the established practice and old 
pattern of town construction were done away with, 
and the new modern Changgwang Street with 
massive as well as high-rise buildings of 20, 25 and 30 
storeys took shape, giving grandiose and _ three- 
dimensional effects. This was a turning point in 
town construction. 

Dear Comrade Kim Jong Il organized the con- 
struction of the Grand People’s Study House while 
Changgwang Street was still under construction, 
and saw to it that the projects of the Tower of Juche 
Idea and the Arch of Triumph were undertaken 
without delay. He also proposed the idea of building 
the Ice Rink and the Chongryu Restaurant. When 
Changgwang Street sprang up, he shifted the forces 
to the construction of Munsu Street. 

In accordance with his magnificent plan and 
under his outstanding leadership, the building work- 
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ers and their helpers carried out the gigantic projects 
all over the city in the fervent spirit of speed 
campaign and with ardent loyalty to the Party and 
the great leader.

Disinterested Assistance 


At present economic and tech- 
nical cooperation is going on 
briskly among the non-aligned 
and developing countries. 

Some time ago the great leader 
President Kim Il Sung received 
members of our agro-technical 
cooperation team dispatched to 
Tanzania and expressed his great 
satisfaction with their success in 
work. 

Tanzanian newspapers and 
radios reported on several occa- 
sions the activities of. the team, 
praising it as a “delegation giving 
disinterested economic cooper- 
ation” and an “excellent deleg- 
ation rendering sincere help.” 

The great leader President 
Kim II Sung said: 

“Our people regard it as their 
sacred duty to strive for the 
common cause of the progressive 
people of the world, while success- 
fully making the revolution and 
construction in their country.” 

Upholding the lofty intention 
of the great leader who is paying 
deep attention to the agricultural 
development of the non-aligned 
and developing countries, 
Korean agro-technicians, dispat- 


ched to the Butiama socialist vil- 
lage, District, 
Tanzania, are sincerely helping

the peasants of the village in put- 
ting agriculture on a scientific 
footing and mechanizing farm 
operations and increasing food 
production. 

They went to the village in the 
autumn of the year before last. A 
village official said to them: “The 
Juche method of farming worked 
out by the great leader President 
Kim I] Sung brought about a 
great leap forward in the agricul- 
tural development of Korea. If 
this excellent method is applied in 
conformity to the specific con- 
ditions of Tanzania, we, too, will 
be able to lead a decent life in the 
near future.” 

Our agro-technicians started 
their work in Butiama with scien- 
tifically analyzing the soils of all 
fields and the rainfall of scores of 
years at many places around the 
village together with village 
technicians. 

From the information they col- 
lected from Tanzanian scientific 
research centres and experimental 
farms they learned that the rainy 


season and rainfall was a problem 
in grain production and the distri- 
bution of crops and the tech- 
niques of cultivation including 
fertilizing system exerted a great 
influence on agricultural 
production. 

On this basis they substantially 
helped village technicians to 
make correct soil cards and es- 
tablish fertilizing systems for all 
fields. As a result, the latter were 
able to work out scientifically- 
based annual farming plan for the 
first time. 

The villagers live mainly on 
cassava. As an aftermath of col- 
onial rule, they were cultivating 
mainly such low-yielding crops as 
sorghum and groundnuts and 
almost neglected high-yielding 
corn. 

From the scientific information 
obtained through their painstak- 
ing efforts our technicians re- 
ached a conclusion that there 
must be a fundamental change in 
such cardinal problems of farm- 
ing as distribution of main crops, 
sowing season and fertilizing 
system in this country. 

Last year, our technicians, tog- 
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ether with the villagers, cultivated 
corn on a large scale instead of 
sorghum, expanding its sown 
area to 240 hectares. At the same 
time they planted U.C.A. corn 
which they understood through 
experiment. Taking into consid- 
eration the climate of Tanzania, 
they also sowed corn a month 
earlier. 

Early last year our technicians, 
together with village officials, 
planned to do corn sowing and 
many other farming operations 
with the help of machines. 

In order to greatly encourage 
the farmers who strive to alleviate 
arduous labour and build the 
economy by their own efforts, our 
technicians first built a forge tog- 


ether with them to make farm 
implements which could be used 
by all people and tamed wild 
cattle to be used as draught 
animals. 

Then they made sowing; thra- 
shing and other efficient farm ma- 
chines in the revolutionary spirit 
of self-reliance. 

It happened when they desig- 
ned and manufactured a corn 
thrasher ““Butiama No. 1”’. 

They had no standardized steel 
and, together with the village far- 
mers, collected scrap iron here 
and there. 

When some peasants lost confi- 
dence, they made the thrasher, 
telling them how Koreans made 
the first tractor and truck by 


themselves scores of years ago 
They were all agro-technicians 
but they welded, hammered and 
operated the lathe and thus suc. 
ceeded in manufacturing in aq 
week an efficient machine which 
is capable of thrashing 6 tons of 
corn per hour. 

They also made accessories, 
fitted a long-idle tractor with 
them, and worked it. 

In this way machines and 
draught cattle did for the peas. 
ants manual labour which had 
been handed down for ages in this 
locality. They manured, plowed 
and sowed with the help of ma- 
chines, small and medium farm 
implements and draught cattle.

Conference of Foreign Ministers 
of Non-Aligned Countries Held 


The Conference of Foreign Ministers of the Non- 
Aligned Countries was held in New York in October 
last year. 

It was attended by the delegation of the 
Democratic People’s Republic of Korea headed by 
Kim Chung II, Vice-Minister of Foreign Affairs, and 
delegations of other non-aligned nations. 

It discussed a number of important problems and 
adopted a communique. 


According to the communique, the conference 


decided to hold the 7th Summit Conference of the 
Non-Aligned Countries in New Delhi, India, in 
March 1983. 

The communique scathingly flayed the US im- 
perialist policy of aggression and stated that the 
aggravation of the present international situation is 


attributable to the manoeuvres of imperialist, col- 
onialist, neocolonialist, racist and Zionist forces. 

It strongly denounced Israeli aggression in 
Lebanon, demanded the immediate, complete and 
unconditional withdrawal of the Israeli forces from 
Lebanon, and appealed to the UN Security Council 
to investigate the Beirut massacre at once. 

It reaffirmed full support to the just cause of the 
Palestinian and other Arab people. 

The communique condemned the South African 
racists’ apartheid and aggressive moves and called 
for applying overall sanctions against South Africa 
including the ban of oil export. 

It expressed deep apprehension as to US imperial- 
ist aggressive moves intensified in Central America 
and the Caribbean region. 


Third General Conference of News Agencies 
Pool of Non-Aligned Countries Held 


The Third General Conference of 
the News Agencies -Pool of Non- 
Aligned Countries was held in 
Tunis, the capital of Tunisia, in 
November last year. 

The conference was attended by 
delegations and delegates of 
national news agencies including 
the delegation of the Korean Central 
News Agency from 57 non-aligned 
nations and delegates of 15 inter- 
National organizations. 

The conference heard the report 


on the Pool’s three-year work and 


discussed a number of important

The conference adopted the 
Pool’s Rules and 1983-1985 action 
programme and other documents.

cies to the Pool, and now the Pool’s 
member news agencies number 
more than 80. It also elected the 
Pool’s new Coordinating 
Cammittee and our country became 
a member of the committee again. 


Prior to the conference, the 8th 
Meeting of the Coordinating 
Committee of the News Agencies 
Pool of Non-Aligned Countries was 
held in Tunis, which discussed the 
problems concerning the aforesaid 
general conference. 
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The non-aligned and developing countries are 
steadily intensifying the struggle to create a new 
independent world. 

In order to make the whole world independent, 
heads of state and government of these countries are 
rousing their peoples in the struggle to oppose 
imperialist-colonialist manoeuvres of aggression 
and interference and firmly maintain the Chajusong 
of their countries. 

They are also striving to strengthen the non- 
aligned movement which reflects the trend of the 
present times towards Chajusong and the lofty idea

Steadfastly along Road of Non-Alignment 


At a press interview last year Indira Gandhi, 
Prime Minister of India, emphasized that India is a 
non-aligned state which pursues an independent 
foreign policy and that it would steadfastly take the 
road of non-alignment in future, too. 

Saying that India 1s making great efforts to 
strengthen the unity and influence of the non- 
aligned movement, she declared that 1t would firmly 
safeguard the lotty idea of the movement. 

She also denounced sharply the imperialists’ 
manoeuvres to turn the Indian Ocean into a military 
base and expressed her country’s resolve to convert 
it into a peace zone. 

Last year Maumoon Abdul Gayoom, President of 
Maldives, addressing the National Assembly, de- 
clared that Maldives would not diverge from the 
road of non-alignment. 

He also stressed that the Republic of Maldives 
would develop friendly relations with all countries 
which respect sovereignty and independence. 

He condemned US attempt to use Gan Island 
nearby Diego Garcia as an air base.

In his statement issued on the day of the non- 
aligned movement last year Mohammad Zia-UI- 
Hag, President of Pakistan, declared that the move- 
ment should courageously speak with one voice 
whenever the inviolable rights of the people are 
trampled down or the territorial integrity of the 
nation is violated. 

He went on to say that the movement should 
continuously exercise its spiritual and political in- 
fluence for all the people’s cause of liberty. 

J. J. Rawlings, Chairman of the Provisional 
National Defence Council of Ghana, stressed, 1n his 
statement in the press last year, that Ghana would 
strictly adhere to the principles of non-alignment in 
its foreign policy. 

He appealed to the developing countries to 
strengthen solidarity in the struggle against the 
common enemy, imperialism. 


Let’s Unite to Frustrate Imperialist 
Aggression 


Ali Nasser Mohamed, Chairman of the Presidium 
of the People’s Supreme Council and Premier of the 
Democratic Republic of Yemen, in his statement 
made last year, exposed that the ceaseless plots of 
imperialists and Zionists against the Arab peoples 
aim at weakening the national-liberation struggle 
and establishing their domination over this region. 

He emphatically said that the aggressive war 
against Lebanon waged by Israel with the active 
support of the US imperialists only made the Arab 
peoples further intensify their struggle against US 
military and political domination over this region. 

Last year Malagasy President Didier Ratsiraka 
called upon the developing countries to unite to

frustrate the aggressive and subversive activities by 
imperialists and their stooges. 

He recalled Israeli invasion of Lebanon and South 
African racists’ occupation of the southern part of 
Angola and warned against the danger of extension 
of aggression and occupation by imperialists and 
their minions to other regions. 

Then he stressed that progressive developing 
countries should unite politically and closely 
cooperate economically with each other against such 
imperialist moves. 


Yasser Arafat, Chairman of the Executive 
Committee of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization, said, in his interview with US TV 
reporters in August last year, that the Palestinian 
people would go on with the struggle to regain their 
national rights, and emphasized: 

We are determined to continue resistance. We 
refuse to live like slaves. Though ours is not the most 
powerful and largest Arab army we believe in what 
we are doing for the cause of justice. We have 
courage to continue to fight to the end for our 
people. This is a key to our success. 


In his press interview last year Robert G. Mugabe, 
Prime Minister of the Republic of Zimbabwe, noted 
that they knew that South Africa was making 
preparations for an attack on Zimbabwe and that 
this became more and more evident with each 
passing day. 

He warned that the enemies of Zimbabwe should 
remember that his people are ready to defend their 
country. 


Daniel Ortega, Chief Coordinator of the Council 
of the Government of National Reconstruction of 
Nicaragua, speaking at a mass rally held in the 
capital last year, called on the people to closely unite

against the danger of armed aggression in 
Nicaragua. 

He referred to the fact that the US Senate adopted 
a provocative resolution approving the Reagan 
Administration’s military intervention in Central 
American countries, and emphasized thatit was very 
important for Nicaraguans to actively take part in 
the operations of Santino militia units against the 
enemy. 


President Samora Moises Machel _ of 
Mozambique said, in his closing address to the 
Plenary Meeting of the Central Committee of the 
Mozambican Liberation Front in August last year, 
that the apartheid of South Africa is the enemy of 
Mozambique building a new society. 

He emphasized that in the light of the ceaseless 
aggressive manoeuvres by South African racists 
Mozambique had to take steps to organize militia 
units and increase the combat efficiency of the 
country’s armed forces. 


In his speech last year Denis Sassou Nguesso, 
President of the Congo, said that vigilance should be 
further sharpened against the continued subversive 
activities of reactionaries.

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Eight-Year Free, 
Compulsory Education 
in Yugoslavia 


As there were no schools in most 
parts of Yugoslavia before liberation, 
children could not get school- 
ing and 45 per cent of its population 
was unlettered. After liberation the 
Yugoslav Government took 
measures to train its Own cadres 
equipped with modern technical 
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know-how for socialist construc- 
tion and develop general education. 
The result is that 2,818,000 children 
are learning to their hearts’ content 
at 13,000 schools under the eight- 
year free, compulsory education 
system. Quite a few students learn 
science and technology at univer- 
sities and colleges across the 
country. 816,000 students received 
higher education from 1945 to 
1980. On the other hand, working 
people are studying at workers’ and 


people’s colleges set up across 
Yugoslavia to raise their political 
and technical standards. 


Education Progresses 
in Guinea 


After independence the Guinean 
Government has directed great ef- 
forts to the development of national 
education. 


National Education 


A large amount of money is ear- 
marked for the establishment of 
national education system and the 
training of cadres. About 
1,700,000,000 silys were allocated 
for education during the present 
Five-Year Plan alone. In con- 
sequence, the number of students 
reached 400,000 last year. Guinea 
will introduce universal primary 
education before long. Also, secon- 
dary education is developing 
quickly. 116,000 pupils graduated 
from secondary schools from 1958 
to 1980. 


Elementary Compulsory 
Education Enforced 
in Benin 


In Benin only 20 per cent of

school-age children attended 
school before independence. With 
the aim of eliminating the survival of 
the colonial rule and giving edu- 
cation to all the children, Benin 
reformed the educational system in 
1975 and promulgated a law on the 
new development of national edu- 
cation. This country invested a large 
share of state budgetary expendi- 
ture in education and developed 
elementary education, so that com- 
pulsory primary education is in 
force at present. 


The government trains large 
numbers of teachers as the number 
of students grows. The Cotonu 
Normal College and normal schools 
built in every province train a lot of 
teachers every year. 


Educational Development 
in Syria 


Syria makes great efforts to de- 
velop school education. 

In 1981 state invested 
1,800,000,000 Syrian pounds in 
education, so as to build more prim- 
ary and secondary schools and 
strengthen their material and tech- 
nical foundations. In addition, the 
quality of education was improved 
and textbooks were rewritten in 
conformity with the specific con- 
ditions of the country. As a result, 
there appeared schools in towns, 
farm villages and remote mountain 
hamlets, so that the younger gener- 
ation can get schooling. 

In Syria 85 per cent of school-age 
children are learning their language 
at elementary and_ secondary 
schools. These schools enroll 2.3 
million children. 


' Tanzania Intensifies 
Anti-Illiteracy Campaign 


A vigorous campaign to wipe out 


Those personnel who gained good results in anti- 
illiteracy campaign are officially commended in Somalia 
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illiteracy is on in Tanzania which is 
building a new society. The govern- 
ment set 1970 asa “vear of adult 
education” and took steps to in- 
tensify the anti-illiteracy campaign 
from that year. To this end the 
government organized an associ- 
ation for adult education and es- 
tablished evening schools, adult 
schools, anti-illiteracy centres and 
short-term training schools for 
teachers and put out many text- 
books: Meanwhile, under a plan the 
government registers unlettered 
people every year to give them 
education. 

In consequence, 80 per cent of 
the populace are able to read and 
write now. 


Yemen Arab Republic 
Develops National 
Education 


National education is developing 
fast in the Yemen Arab Republic 
thanks to the correct policy of the 
government. 


The government has approp- 
riated large funds for school build- 
ing and teacher training and com- 
piled textbooks to suit the reality of 
the country, and gives compulsory 
education to the children. The 
country had only a few schools at 
the time of independence, and most 
of the population were illiterate. 
But, at present over 700,000 child- 
ren learn at more than 4,000 
schools built across the nation. 

Agricultural, medical, commercial 
and other vocational schools were 
set up in large numbers. Higher 
education is also making progress. 
In particular, the Sana University is 
a cadre-training centre where up- 
wards of 4,700 students are 
learning. 


Developing Education 
in Ethiopia 


After the revolution this country 
put main stress on training its own 
cadres, regarding it as an important 


work to accelerate the national de- 
mocratic revolution. The result was 
that many cadres were trained. 
About 4,000 schools were newly 
built after the revolution. The 


Ethiopian Government has taken 
measures to give schooling to ever- 


ybody by 1990. Accordingly, edu- 
cation is swiftly developing in the 
country. 


Peru Increases 
Investments in Education 


Peru annually increases state in- 
vestments in education under the 
“Five-Year Plan for Education”. 

During recent years school con- 
struction went ahead on a full scale. 
Last year this country built 2,500 
classrooms, five educational cen- 
tres, 20 practice- workshops and 
laboratories. 

In addition, the country is form- 
ing eight educational associations 
in order to develop education. 
Meanwhile, illiteracy is being wiped 
out with success.

Now international tensions are 
being aggravated with each pass- 
ing day. 

In all parts of the globe the 
danger of a new war is increasing, 
and plunder, subversion and de- 
struction are being committed 
ceaselessly. 

This is entirely due to the ag- 
gressive manoeuvres of the US 
imperialists. 

The respected leader President 
Kim I] Sung said: 

“US imperialism is the most 
ferocious and shameless aggressor 
and plunderer of modern times and 
the principal enemy of all progress- 
ive peoples of the world.” 

Aggression and war are the 
way of existence for US imperial- 
ists and their basic means to 
maintain and expand supremacy. 

US imperialists’ history is a 
sanguinary history of continued 
aggression and wars and a cursed 
one of barbarous slaughter and 
plunder of people of other 
countries. 

The present US government is 
most bellicose among its success- 
ive governments which had been 
indulged in aggression and wars. 

The present bosses of US im- 
perialism openly declared the ag- 
gression and war based on 
“strength” as a philosophy of 
their foreign policy and are 
clamouring about a “‘multiple re- 
taliation strategy”’ and 


“simultaneous three wars’. 

The so-called “multiple retali- 
ation strategy” and 
“simultaneous three wars’ are 
the strategy aimed to control and 
dominate points of military im- 
portance and major zones of re- 
sources by launching a simul- 
taneous attack on the revo- 
lutionary forces in many parts of 
the world and, furthermore, do- 
minate the whole world using 
them as a stepping-stone. 

According to this policy, the 
US imperialists have fixed as ob- 
jects of aggression Europe, the 
Middle East and Northeast Asia 
and the rest of the world, and are 
hurrying to implement their war 
policy, advocating “decisive pre- 
dominance of strength’. 

Europe is one of the areas 
where the danger of a world war is 
increasing as the days go by. 

In an attempt to hold the pre- 
dominance of strength in Europe, 
the US imperialists are pushing 
ahead the deployment of nuclear 
weapons and other mass destruc- 
tion weapons including “‘Pershing 
2’ missiles, cruise missiles and 
submarine-borne Trident missiles 
and hastening the preparations 
for a new war on a full scale. 

The United States is boister- 
ously launching a large-scale mi- 
litary exercise on the European 
continent, to put into effect the 
“possibility . of limited nuclear

war” presented by rascal Reagan. 

The nuclear war exercise called 
“Global Shield 82” was staged 
last July in the mainland of the 
United States, Alaska, Canada, 
the Pacific and the North 
Atlantic. This was the largest- 
sized war exercise in history, 
which was participated in by the 
air force, the navy, the marine 
corps, the units of intercontinen- 
tal ballistic missiles and radar 
units stationed in the bases of the 
US imperialist aggressive army. 

More than 700 planes were 
mobilized in it. 

The US imperialists are egging 
the Chon Du Hwan military fasc- 
ist clique on to the implemen- 
tation of their aggressive strategy 
on Asia. Meanwhile, they are sup- 
pressing the anti-fascist struggle 
for democratization and anti-US 
struggle of the south Korean 
people by directly mobilizing 
their armed forces and are step- 
ping up the preparations for a 
new war to invade the northern 
half of the Republic. 


In south Korea now the 
amount of nuclear and other 
mass destruction weapons iS 
steadily increasing and war drills. 
are staged almost every day. 

The ‘“‘Team Spirit 82’ was 
staged last spring as part of their 
clamorous activities to unleash 
another war in Korea. It was the 
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largest-ever “test war’ in history. 
The US imperialists mobilized to 
this drill huge armed forces over 
160,000 strong and massive latest 
combat equipment to stage 
“offensive operations’’, “landing 
operations”, and “airlift oper- 
ations’ so as to make the war 
exercise look like a real combat. 


Today the Korean peninsula is 
one of the most strained and 
dangerous zones in the world. 


The US imperialists are con-. 


ducting aggressive activities in 
Latin America, too. 

Under the pretext of checking 
someone’s “‘invasion” and defen- 
ding “security” in the Western 
Hemisphere, they are undis- 
guisedly committing aggressive 
activities against Cuba, 
Nicaragua, and some _ Latin- 
American countries where the 
anti-dictatorship struggle for de- 
mocracy is being waged. They 
even discussed and adopted a 
resolution on the matter at the US 
Senate. 

The US imperialists are now 
reinforcing armed forces in 
Guantanamo of Cuba, infiltrat- 
ing mercenaries into Nicaragua to 
wipe out its revolution and speed- 
ing up criminal acts by egging 
Honduras reactionaries on to 
provoke a new armed clash. 

They are also giving a military 
assistance to the reactionary 
regime and dispatching their mer- 
cenaries to Salvador, in an at- 
tempt to suppress its people’s 
anti-dictatorship struggle. 

And they are threatening 
Grenada militarily and delibe- 
rately aggravating the situation in 
Central America and __ the 
Caribbean area. 

The US imperialists are act- 
ively encouraging the criminal ac- 
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tivities of the South African 
racialists in order to subordinate 
the African people who have won 
independence, remove the pro- 
gressive powers of Angola, 
Mozambique and Zimbabwe and 
hinder the Namibian people from 
winning independence. 

The US imperialists appear as 
chieftain of aggression in the 
Middle East: they are directly 
encouraging and backing by force 
of arms the brigandish Israeli 
invasion of Lebanon which is 
directed against the Palestinian 
and other Arab peoples. 

The US imperialists are trying 
to send “quick reaction armed 
forces” to the Middle East in their 
undisguised scheme to obtain 
control of the sea and put the 
Arab countries under their con- 
trol one by one.. 

It is also the US imperialist 
aggressors who gave military as- 
sistance to and inspired the ag- 
gressive war of England aimed to 
reoccupy the Falkland Islands. 

The United States intervenes in 
all events, small and large, in the 
world, which are expanding 
under its direct command and 
because of its interference. 

Needless to say, these US ac- 
tivities are aimed to hold su- 
premacy on a worldwide scale 
and realize their ambition of 
world domination. 

With these very objects, the 
United States increased military 
expenditure for the fiscal year of 
1982 to more than 220,000 mil- 
lion dollars, which is an unpre- 
cedented figure. Moreover, it 
mapped out a plan to invest 
1,600,000 million dollars in the 
following five years. 

With a view to reinforcing war 
equipment, the US imperialists 
are recently mad on sharply in- 


creasing the production of 
common weapons and the latest 
technical equipment including 
nuclear weapons such as “MX” 
missiles, ‘““BR”’ strategic bombers, 
submarine-borne Trident mis- 
siles, neutron bombs and cruise 
missiles. 

The United States has over 
2,500 military bases in more than 
110 countries of the world. It is 
now reinforcing and building up 
military bases on the Diego 
Garcia Island and in the neigh- 
bouring countries of the Indian 
Ocean and positively building 
new aggressive military bases on 
the continents and oceans of the 
world. 

Some 500,000 aggressive 
troops, or a quarter of the total 
US army, are deployed. in the US 
imperialist aggressive military 
bases scattered all over the globe. 

The US imperialists have not 
only deployed over 12,000 nuc- 
lear weapons in the military bases 
abroad but also continue to al- 
locate new, latest nuclear 


"weapons there. 


Under the pretext of defending 
“social interests’, the United 
States has brought a great 
number of warships equipped 
with nuclear weapons to the 
Indian Ocean and allocates a 
large amount of mass destruction 
weapons including _ nuclear 
weapons in Northeast Asia, and 
in south Korea particularly. 

It also decided to deploy inter- 
mediate range nuclear missiles in 
member states of “NATO” in 
Western Europe. Following this, 
it is madly increasing the ground 
and air forces and various mass 
destruction weapons.
